Sir: 

We  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith,  the  thirty-fourth 
Report  of  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board  covering  its  operations 
for  the  year  ended  on  the  31st  of  March,  1958. 

Net  profit  on  liquor  and  beer  sales  amounted  to  $18,070,- 
320.08,  an  increase  of  $1,412,936.05  over  the  previous  year. 

Sale  of  permits  realized  $18,480.75,  a  decrease  of  $237,- 
737.25  from  the  previous  year.  Discontinuance  of  the  sale  of 
individual  permits  in  April  of  1957  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Chapter  43,  1957  Statutes  of  Alberta,  accounted  for 
this  decrease.  The  proceeds  of  permit  sales  were  paid  to  the 
Provincial  Treasurer  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
210  of  the  Liquor  Control  Act,  being  Chapter  67  of  the  Statutes 
of  Alberta,  1953. 

A  statement  showing  detail  of  permits  issued  for  the  year 
ending  March  31,  1958  will  be  found  in  Appendix  "B". 


LICENSES 

One  distillery  and  six  breweries  were  licensed  and  their  general 
operations  were  conducted  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Board. 
The  premises  of  these  manufacturers  were  visited  at  regular 
intervals  by  representatives  of  the  Board  Their  products  were 
subjected  to  continuous  inspection  and  analysis  during  the  year. 
Products  continued  to  be  of  a  high  quality  in  all  instances. 

Beverage  room  licenses  were  issued  to  four  hundred  and 
forty-two  hotels.  Nineteen  hotels  were  sold  and  new  licenses  issued 
to  their  purchasers. 

The  following  hotels  were  destroyed  by  fire:

Gadsby  Hotel — Gadsby

Jasper  Highway  Hotel — Wildwood

Of  the  aforesaid  hotels,  only  that  at  Wildwood  was  re-built 
and  re-licensed. 

No  loss  of  life  was  incurred  in  the  fires. 

Temporary  suspension  of  beer  licenses  was  ordered  by  the 
Board  in  the  following  instances  of  operational  infractions  in

Generally,  the  licensed  hotels  throughout  the  Province  have 
continued  to  give  good  service  to  the  travelling  public.  Steady 
improvements  in  hotel  accommodation  and  service  were  again 
effected. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  hotel  owners 
and  their  staffs,  in  addition  to  the  President,  Directors  and  staff 
of  the  Alberta  Hotel  Association  for  the  assistance  rendered  to  the 
Board  in  carrying  out  its  administrative  functions  in  the  past  year. 

Sixty-five  club  beer  licenses,  nineteen  seasonal  club  beer 
licenses,  twenty-one  club  liquor  licenses  and  six  seasonal  club  liquor 
licenses  v/ere  issued. 

For  unsatisfactory  operation  the  Board  suspended,  temporarily, 
the  club  beer  license  of  one  club.  All  other  licensed  clubs  con¬ 
ducted  their  operations  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Board. 

Thirty-nine  canteen  beer  licenses  and  forty-seven  canteen 
liquor  licenses  were  issued  to  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  Crown  and 
their  operations  were  judged  by  the  Board  to  be  satisfactory. 

Details  of  licenses  issued  and  licenses  suspended  will  be 
found  in  Appendix  " A ". 


LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  The  Liquor  Control  Act 
is  entrusted  to  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  and  to  the 
police  forces  of  the  Cities,  Towns,  Villages  and  other  Municipalities 
throughout  the  Province.  The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  its  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  officers  and  men 
of  these  forces  for  their  fullest  co-operation  with  the  Board  in 
retaining  liquor  control. 

The  Board  is  indebted  to  the  officials  and  staff  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Attorney  General  for  the  valuable  guidance  and 
assistance  rendered  to  it  in  the  past  year. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

Payments  to  the  Federal  Government  by  the  Board  for  Customs 
and  Excise  Duties  and  Sales  Taxes  amounted  to  $10,064,592.57, 
an  increase  of  $259,319.94  over  the  previous  year. 
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Payments  to  the  Federal  Government  by  Alberta  Breweries  for 
Sales  Tax  and  Taxes  on  Malt  amounted  to  $7,959,309.60,  an 
increase  of  $217,959.91  over  the  fiscal  year  1956-1957. 

Pursuant  to  Federal  Statute  the  Board  provides  Duty  and  Sales 
Tax-Free  liquor  to  Units  and  Members  of  the  N.A.T.O.  Forces 
serving  in  Alberta. 

The  Board  recorded  7,658,903  separate  sales  to  the  general 
public  at  an  average  of  $5.43  per  sale.

Inventories  included  goods  on  consignment  amounting  to  $436,898.09,  the 
corresponding  liability  being  included  with  accounts  payable  on  the  Balance 
Sheet.
